G.S.R. 1009. — Whereas certain draft rules further to amend the Aircraft Rules, 
1937, were published, as required by section 14 of the Aircraft Act, 1934 (22 of 
1934), at pages 2104-65 of the Gazette of India Part II, Section 3 — Sub-section (i), 
dated the 19th July, 1969, under the notification of the Government of India In 
the Ministry of Tourism and Civil Aviation No. G.S.R. 1657, dated the 30th June, 
1909, Inviting objections and suggestions from all persons likely to be affected- 
thereby, till the 30th September, 1969; 

And whereas the said Gazette was made available to the public on the 19tb 
July, 1969; 

And whereas the objections or suggestions received from the public have been 
considered; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by section 5 of the said 
Act, the Central Government hereby makes the following rules further to amend 
the Aircraft Rules, 1937, namely: — 

1. These rules may be called the Aircraft (Second Amendment) Rules, 1970. 

2. In the Aircraft Rules. 1937, In Section E of Schedule II, in paragraph 1, for 
clause (d). the following clause shall be substituted, namely: — 

"(d) Experience . — He shall produce evidence of having satisfactorily com- 
pleted as a pilot of an aeroplane within a period of five years imme- 
diately preceding the date of application for licence not less than 
730 hours of flight time, and his total flying experience shall include:— 
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(1) not less than 200 hours as Pilot-in-Command or 150 hours as Pilot-in- 
Command and 100 hours as Co-Pilot performing the duties and 
functions of Fllot-in-Command under the supervision of Pilot-in- 
Command having adequate flying experience acceptable to the 
Director General, provided at least 50 hours shall be cross-country 
flight time including not less than 25 hours by night which shall 
include 10 take-offs and 10 landings; 

Note,— The Co-Pilot flying under supervision shall be credited with not 
more than 50 per cent of the Co-Pilot’s flight time towards the total 
flight time required for a higher grade of pilot's licence; 

(ii) not less than 150 hours of total cross-country flight time; 

(iii) not less than 25 hours of flight time by night; 

(iv) not less than 50 hours of instrument time under actual or stimulated

G.S.R. 1017 — In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 
of the Constitution, the President hereby makes the following rules to regulate 
■the method of recruitment to various Class II Posts in the College of Nursing, 
New Delhi. 

1. Short title and commencement-— (i) These rules may be called the College 
of Nursing, New Delhi (Class II Posts) Recruitment Rules, 1970. 

(ii) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official 
Gazette. 

2. Application. — These rules shall apply to the posts as specified in column 1 
of the Scheduled annexed hereto. 

j. Number of the posts, classification and scale of pay. — The number of posts, 
its classification and the scale of pay attached thereto shall be as specified In 
■columns 2 to 4 of the said Schedule, 

4. Method of recruitment, age limit and other qualifications— The method of 

recruitment to the said post, age limit, qualifications and other matters relating 
to the post shall be as specified in columns 5 to 13 of the said Schedule: 

Provided that the upper age limit prescribed for direct recruitment may be 
relaxed in ihe case of Scheduled Castes, Scheduled Tribes and other 
special categories of persons in accordance with the general orders of 
the Central Government issued from time to time. 

5. Disqualification. — (a) No person who has more than ono wife living or who, 
having a spouse living, marries In. any case in which such marriage is void by 
reason of its taking place during the life time of such spouse, shall be eligible 
for appointment to the post specified In the said schedule; and 

(b) No woman whose marriage is void by reasons of the husband having a wife 
living, at the time of such marriage, or who has married a person who has a wife 
'living at the time of such marriage, shall be eligible for appointment to the post 
specified in the said schedule: 
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Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that there are special 
grounds for so doing, exempt any person from the operation of this 
rule. 

6. Power to relax.- — Where the Central Government is of the opinion that it is 
necessary or expedient to do so, it may, by order, for reasons to be recorded in 
writing and in consultation with the Union Public Service Commission relax any 
of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or category of persons.

G.S-R. 1030. — In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-rule (1) of rule 8 of 
the Central Excise Rules, 1944, read with sub-section (3) of section 3 of the 
Additional Duties of Excise (Goods of Special Importance) Act, 1957 (58 of 1957), 
the Central Government hereby exempts cotton fabrics, falling under Item No. 
19.1(1) of the First Schedule to the Central Excises and Salt Act, 1944 (1 of 1944), 
from so much of the duty of excise and the additional duty of excise leviable 
thereon as is in excess of me duty and the additional duty calculated on the basis 
of the price (excluding duty, additional duty, cess and local taxes, if any included 
in such price) fixed under the terms of relevant contract between the manu- 
facturer and the buyer ^fpr the sale of such fabrics: 

Provided that the aforesaid exemption shall be admissible only if — 

(1) the manufacturer files with the Superintendent of Central Excise 

having jurisdiction a written declaration to the effect that he opts 
to avail of the said exemption; 

(2) the manufacturer avails of the said exemption uniformly In respect of 

all the aforesaid cotton fabrics sold by him under a contract at sale; 

(3) the price referred to above represents the price actually charged by 

the manufacturer in respect of the relevant sale and evidence in 
support thereof is, on demand, produced before the Central Excise 
Officer; 

(4) the price is the sole consideration for the sale; 

(5) the price is not influenced by any commercial, financial or other 

relationship, whether by contract or otherwise, between the manu- 
facturer or any person associated in business with the manufacturer 
and the buyer or any person associated in business with the buyer, 
other than the relationship created by the sale of the aforesaid 
cotton fabrics: and 

(8) no part of the proceeds of the subsequent sale, use or disposal of such 
fabrics accrues either directly or indirectly to, or for the benefit 
the manufacturer or any person associated in business with him; 

Provided further that a manufacturer shall be entitled to withdraw his option 
referred to in clause (1) of the preceding proviso after giving to the Superin- 
tendent of Central Excise having jurisdiction a prior notice in writing of at least 
eeven days and where the manufacturer has withdrawn his option, he shall, 
unless otherwise directed by the Central Board of Excise and Customs, be pre- 
cluded from availing of the aforesaid exemption during the remaining period of 
the relevant financial year. 

Explanation. — For the purposes of this notification “cess” means the duty of 
excise leviable under sub-section (1) of section 3 of the Khadi and other Hand- 
loom Industries Development (Additional Excise Duty on Cloth) Act, 1953 (12 

of 1909).
